LL glass enclosed, power plant at point ot 
power application, driven from anywhere by 
a small control board, no clutch, gears, 


transmission, gear shift lever (that's not a prophe- 
cy, there is a magnetic-drive now that eliminates 
those four nuisances)—will sit low, have a small 
clearance, ride easily over perfect roads, carry 
BO spare tires because possessing pnnctureless or 
airless tires, have no exterior or interior excres- 
cences and cost—like those of today, just whatever 
your pocketbook can afford to pay and a little bit 
more—that's the automobile of the immediate 
future C. H. Claufiy describes in the Scientific 
American. 


Any one who has considered the rapid develop- 


ment of the automobile will not he surprised, but 
interested, in Mr. CHaudy's predict?*™? 


"The automobile of the future," says Mr. C!aa- 


fly, "will be weather tight. The open car, the so- 
called 'touring model' -will never be as popular in 
the future as it has been in the past. Of course 
there will always be as many, if not more, body 
models in the future as now, but they will all tend 
toward one standard, just as most of the models 
today tend toward the standard touring, roadster 
or limousine bodies. And this standard model will 
be a. weather-proof affair. Probably it will be ail 
glass sides, front, rear and roof. The entire trend 
of the industry runs from clumsiness to refiae'- 
ment, and the present styles of bodies, modelled 
from long practice on the precedents of hundreds 
of years of coach building, are far too clumsy to 
live. 


"The glass sides will come down, of course, for 


warm weather. Curtains inside will keep out glare, 
and a roof curtain will keep off sun when shade 
is wanted. But frames, instead of being of heavy 
wood or metal, will approximate the framing now 
used on the most modern glass showcases, if 
malleable glass is ever made, the frame may be 
dispensed with, but nobody has discovered mallea- 
ble glass, to date." 


Mr. Claudy points out a very radical change in 


the future car. "The power plant of the car of the 
uot-too-near future," he says, "will be under the 
body and on or near the rear axle. A thousand 
gasoline engineers are about to arise and call me 
wicked names, and tell me it can't be done. I dare 
say it can't—with a gasoline engine. But who said 


gine? 


"There is at least one brand new development 


In the steam car field, which does this very thing 


"—puts the power plant where it belongs,'close to 
the rear axle, thus dispensing with the long shaft, 
the universals and their likelihood of breaking 
and weaving out, and their power loss. Electric 
automobiles of the present all have their power 
plants on or near the point of power application. 
One truck, which drives from all four wheels, and 
at' least one front drive pleasure car, show that 
some engineers appreciate the real mechanical 
need of putting the source of power and the place 
where the power is applied as close together, not 
as far apart, as possible. 


"If, as seems reasonable to suppose, the great- 


est of all power problems is finally solved—if we 
ever learn to dev.elop the powers in gasoline, alco- 
hol, kerosene, explosives, coal—wherever latent 
power is—directly into electricity, then there can 
he no question as to where the power plant will be. 
To get electricity from coal now we have to burn 
It, and turn it into heat, use the heat to make 
water vapor, which has mechanical movement, use 
the mechanical movement of the steam to drive a 
turbine or a piston and the resulting rotation to 
turn a generator—after which we take out about 
10 per cent, electrical energy for every hundred 
per cent, in the coal. We do better with gasoline, 
because we turn it directly into meeh'anical yover 
In the cylinders of our cars. Some day we'll turn 
It directly into electrical energy—and the perfect 
motor will arrive." 


Mr. Claudy suggests other possibilities besides 


electricity—kerosene, alcohol, crude oil, some un- 
known fuel—any or all, he says, may be de- 
veloped in the future as rapidly as the internal 
combustion engine of today has grown. 


"The car of the future won't leave anything to 


be done hy man nower," says this write*. "la two 
or three years foot brakes will be things ot the 
past except on cheap cars. Why should a man 
exert muscle to stop a car any more than to start 
It. In the future the car with the steering wheel 
•will be as obsolete as the car with the hand pump 
for gas or oil is today!

States, a program for the season's work was 
mapped out.

Etead of comb honey this season. The reason for 
this procedure is that twice as much extracted as 
comb honey can .be produced by a colony of bees. 
This means that if the season's program is car- 
ried out as planned, the amount of liquid honey

II the poison ivy i<s in iars<> flplds it 


may he necessary to plough and cultivate the 
land. Ivy on large trees, stone walls and build- 
Ings can be killed by arsenate of soda, at the rate 
of two pounds to ten gallons o£ water. Two or 
three applications are sufficient 


The fall of the year is the safest lime to 


handle poison ivy, because at that time the 330 
turn pollen are oat ol tts pluzt. With the <-r.foi« 
PI due care, the use of overalls and gacntleted 
gloves will enable most individuals to deal with 
the plant without danger. A further protectioa 


is to grease the hands with lard and after the 
plants have been handled to wash the hands with 
strong alkaline soap.

NDER normal conditions most complex''ani- 
mals have a characteristic and rather sharp- 
ly defined duration of life. But one-celled, 


animals, which reproduce by fission, are apparent- 
ly immortal unless life is stopped by -what may be( 
called an accident, for as the cell divides in half, 
neither part may be called the parent, and both, 
haves will go on reproducing.

HE war has brought about an astonishing 
revolution, not only in ideas as to world work 
-women may be permitted to do, but a far- 


reaching recognition of their physical powers and 
possibilities as part of their natural endowment. 
Nothing was more firmly fixed in men's minds, tor 
example, than the notion that women could not 
be trusted with machinery. Yet at a recent meet- 
ing of the American Society of Mechanical En- 
gineers it was stated by an authority that "the 
ancient fallacy that women could not be trusted to 
handle intricate bits of machinery has been ex- 
ploded for good since the war began." 


Further than this, an investigation conducted 


by members of the faculty or Leland Stanford Jun- 
ior University has resulted in the conclusion that 
"there is no difference in the muscular strength 
of men and women which -is due to sex, as such." 


A million women have replaced men in the war 


industries of England, and hundreds of thousands 
of American women are taking places formerly 
filled by men.

For the average woman physical culture or the 


cultivation of the body must consist in specialized 
gymnastics, made up of movements which will 
produce beauty, plasticity and the betterment of 
the entire body. Daily exercises have most valu- 
able results for health. They bring about better 
circulation of the blood, which is often so poor in 
women, regulate the digestive functions, and es- 
tablish an equilibrium of moral and intellectual 
energy, dominating our nervous system which is so 
often tried by the strain of daily life. 


As a rule woman is the victim of nature be- 


cause of her inactivity. The consequences are 
anemia with all the serious effects of this malady, 
irregularities of habit, poisoning the organism lit- 
tle by little, and gradually causing real disasters. 
Then there is obesity, no less evil, for the fat, clog- 
ging all of our vital organs, compresses them and 
prevents their proper functioning. 


It is this inactivity, not only among ladies of 


leisure, but also among working women, those em- 
ployed in factories and offices especially, which 
weakens, even though weariness when the day is 
over may suggest that the activity may be sufficient. 


But our women say: "How are we to get time 


for walking in the open, for exercising our muscles 
when we are so busy all day long?" 


This complaint is only partially reasonable.

No Sex Difference in Strength, 


Says Medical Science 


An investigation into the question of the physical strength of college women as 


compared with that of men, conducted by Dr. Cclia Duel Masher of Leland Stanford, 
Junior, University, and Prof. Ernest Gale Martin of the same institution, as reported in 
the Journal of the American Medical Association, resulted in the following astonishing 
conclusion: 


There is no difference in the muscular strength of women and men 


which is due to sex as such. Such differences as are frequently found 
are due to differences in the use of the muscles, brought about by the 
conventional limitations of activity or by dress. Marked overweight or 
marked underweight tends to lower the strength factor, as does also lack 
of co-ordination, which is too frequently found in women and exagger- 
ated by their scant physical activity in childhood. The effects of mus- 
cular training persist long after the particular exercise has ceased, A 
high degree of muscular power in a woman in no way lessens her racial 
efficiency.

It 
is indisputable that women are prone to lassitude, 
if not laziness, physically, and this is due largely 
to false ideas as to their part in life. They think 
that the less they move about the less tired they 
will be. Then they are surprised wten they begin 
to get fat We have a proverb: "Fat is a sign of 
old age," and no woman wants to get old or fat. 
Few women stop to think that the natural way to 
avoid getting fat is to exercise. 


Every woman wants to be beautiful in form, 


graceful, appealing. She may be sure of making 
the most of herself physically if she devotes time 
and effort to dancing in the open, skating, walking 


and aTl possible outdoor sports, as well as to svs- 
tematic gymnastic exercises.

the games that are taught in the playgrounds and 
Piiolic schools arc directed toward developing this 
love for the- great outdoors, and arousing woman 
from her physical lethargy. 


It is true that our climate is different from that 


of Greece and that we cannot always exercise in 
the open, and for this reason our sports and 
amusements must be supplemented by systematic 
gymnastic training. 


There is nothing painful or difficult about tak- 


ing proper exercise. It merely requires effort of 
wiil and strong determination. 


If WR had only known that our women were 


to take the places of men to so great a degree we 
might have prepared them for their task much bet- 
ter. We shall have learned this much from the 
war, with all its evils, that woman neglects her 
muscular development at her periJ_ and that if she 
is to do her full share in the world's work,- she 
must exercise regularly and correctly.

Harbor Board's Finances 


As ib known to those who keep track oi public 


affairs, harbor bonds in the sum of §10,000,000 have 
been voted. So far they have not met a market, as 
nearly all State, county and municipal bonds ha\e 
failed to do since the sale of Liberty bonds com- 
menced. The State always has a matter of S23.000.000 


io S30.000.000 on baud, carried as, what mijght be 
called forking capital. It has now arranged to ex- 
change 81,000,000 of this for harbor bonds. The trans- 
action is of the nature of buying its own collateral. 
But the need of the money \\us pressing. A great deal 
of criticism has been leveled at the harbor authorities 
for lack of harbor accommodations. This loan dis- 
closes that one reason of this lack lias been failure 
to sell the bonds that have been authorized and that 
were confidently relied upon for work that was long 
ago seen to be necessary. As it is, amproveiuiMitss iiuve 
already been carried on beyond available funds to 
meet them to the extent that will require two-thirds 
of iiiu million m.<.iu'a fjuui i'uc u>cnt sale to li^/.v.d^e 
The Lien Law 


An interesting fact is developed as to the lien law. 


It occurred in connection with the Hetch Hetchy 
project. Because of abnormal conditions at the scene 
of operations they have found it necessary to suspend 
the civil service law and the labor union closed-shop 
rule, it being difficult with the openest kind of an 
open shop to get sufficient help: but the lien law 
sticks. It has been found impossible t'o suspend a 
statute. Some of the sub-contractors have not made 
out, and liens have been laid against the contract pay- 
ments. Section 1183 of the statutes provides" that 
'•mechanics, material men, contractors, architects, 
riiachiniats. builders, miners, teamsters, draymen and 
all persons and laborers of every class working or 
bestowing skill or other necessary services, or furnish- 
ing material to be used or consumed in, or furnishing 
appliances, teams and power contributing to the con- 
struction, alteration, addition ~to or repair, either in 
whole or in part, of any building, bridge, wharf, ditch, 
flume, aqueduct, well, tunnel, fence, machinery, rail- 
road, wagon road or other structure, shall have lien 
upon the property upon which they have bestowed 
labor or furnished material," etc. This category of 
persons protected by the lien law may appear to be 
complete. But it isn't. It doesn't include those who 
furnish supplies in the way. of grub, or those who pre- 
pare and serve the same to the workmen. An opinion 
has been furnished by the city attorney that purveyors 
and cooks are not included in the list who enjoy the 
protection of the lien law. This opinion is based on 
a decision of the Supreme Court in the case of McCor- 
mick vs. the Los Angeles Water Company, wherein a* 
cook, not having been paid for preparing food for a 
gang of laborers at work for a contractor, sought to 
get his pay through levying on the contract. The 
Supreme Court held that to come within the meaning 
of the law, the complainant would hare to show that 
he furnished something that directly went into the 
construction, or whatever phase of the work was going 
on. or perfurmed labor of that character. If he owned 
a mule that hauled things he would have a case; but 
if he furnished hay for the mule, or grub for its driver, 
or cooked the grub, he would have no standing in 
ccurt. 
Arlett Votes for Viaduct 


The tirst appearance in six months of Commissioner 


Arlett at a meeting ol the Harbor Board was made 
Thursday, and the occasion was notable for results in 
a direction where action has been abeyance since the 
chairman of the Board has been ill. It was officially 
determined to build the \iaduct across East street, to 
enable commuters to pass from the ferry building to 
safe footage on the other side, and vice versa. Plans 
were submitted six months ago by Engineer White, 
and proposals to furnish the steel invited. Just as 
tinal action was to ensue Commissioner Arlett was 
taken ill and was compelled to absent himself. Com- 
missioners Williams and McCallum were a tie on the 
proposed work, and so it hung fire till Arlett showed 
up, 11 ho voted with McCallum. Commissioner Arlett 
is improved in health, though his vote was cast from u 
wheeled chair, and has returned to the mountains for 
further recuperation. 
The Question of Sausages 


The effort to cut out the lunch counter has resolved 


itselt into a light oi the saus.i^e linkers against, the 
field, in which the sausage makers so far have the best 
of it.

The Late H. H. Bancroft 


In some i-espects a remarkable man passed in the 


going of H. H. Bancroft. He achieved along literary 
and commercial lines greater ends than often fall to 
the lot of an individual. In him were combined the 
f-nmmorcial and literary faculties, and the result wis 
thirty-nine volumes of history, besides a ereat fortune 
amassed in busine.sx His histories do not rank high 
as literature, but they are invaluable in their foot- 
notes, bibliography and addenda, indicating authori- 
ties and sources of information upon which the narra- 
tive is based, which the student or more critical inter- 
preter may examine for himself- Ho systomati/p'l the 


writing of books into the factory process, else thirty- 
nine volumes could not have been produced. First he 
assembled mountains of data, involving years of re- 
search in all corners of the earth, and great financial 
outlay. This, begun casually, became an obsession 
before he had quite decided how to utilize the collec- 
tion. Finally, well upon 40 years of age, he conceived 
the idea of a series of histories. He had not had 
experience in authorship and it has been claimed that 
he had very little to do with the merely literary work 
of the uian^ \oluuic» that tear his name; brct ? perns') 1 
of his volume, ''Literary Industries/' will lead to the 
conclusion that he exercised close supervision of all 
that wr.s written. wf( bimsplf produced much copy. 
"Literary Industries'' itself is a volume of consuming 
interest, being in the nature of an autobiography ; and 
having been' written after the series of histories was 
put forth, has a more gracious literary manner, indi- 
cating improved facility of expression. It must be 
said that the style and characterization of the histories 
•was impassioned, dogmatic1, sometimes harsh, and 
often lacking in that impartial poise in which history 
is generally written. Some of the references and char- 
acterizations give an entirely different conception of 
personages who figured large in the earlier doings of 
California than the popular idea which has been 
generally accepted. Bancroft's monument is the greot 
library of data which he assembled, rather than the 
books that were written from it. This invaluable 
data, as is generally kuouu, ii> now Loused at the 
university, the State having purchased it about ten 
years ago. 
The Pioneers Objected 


The Society of California Pioneers took A ioleut issue 


with Mr. Bancroft as to many of his historical allu- 
sions and characterizations. 
Having conferred an 


honorary membership upon him (he was ineligible to 
regular membership), on the second day of October, 
1898, it cited him to appear and defend himself. No 
notice being taken of this summons, it was twice re- 
peated. with similar result, and finally, on February 
3, 1S94, the action by which he_was made an honorary 
member was rescinded. The charges are voluminous, 
and refer by volume and page to the statements to 
which objection is taken. The pqssage as to General 
U. S. Grant occurs in the second \olume of the History 
of Oregon, and is as follows: "Among these soldiers 
was U. S. Grant, a man of mediocre abilities and 
somewhat loose habits, subsequently elevated by acci- 
dent to the head of the army, and twice to the presi- 
dency of the United States. l!sot satisfied to rest upon 
the world's highest honors, he turned and took a 
uu»^»^CL ccur~:; r-1-"^ "IT1'11 fn 1lP President was 
refused; begged from poor Mexico and was refused; 
and finally engaged in a business which was dis- 
reputably managed and resulted in ignominious fail- 
ure. So the end of the man was as bad as the begin- 
ning." Terry is referred to as a "Texas border man 
with Texas border principles. * * * His instincts 
seem to have been atrocious. In Texas he is said to 
have hunted the natives with remorseless cruelty, kill- 
ing them as Xero killed flies.'' 
Of Fremont and 


Stockton: ''At Monterey, though Commodore Sloat 
would not adopt his views, Fremont found in Stockton 
a filibuster alter his own heart.'' Of Sutter: '-He was 
a German-Swiss trader, compelled by bankruptcy to 
become an adventurer in America. Sone of the pio- 
neers have received so much praise from ~ so many 
sources, few have deserved so little." Of Dr. Marsh : 
'•The said doctor being a kind of crank from Harvard 
College, who settled here in 1837 in an adobe hut, and 
achieved distinction as a misanthrope, sympathetic 
with the spirit at whose mountain's feet (Diablo) he 
crouched." It is understood that many of these severe 
characterizations were modified, or eliminated alto- 
gether, in subsequent editions, notably as to Terry. 
who was alive at the time the book made its i'livt 
appearance. The action of the pioneers is set forth yt 
considerable length in a pamphlet of thirty-semi 
pages, which they ordered sent to libraries generally, 
and which is now a rare document.

CAMION LETTERS AREX PUBLISHED 


Ten college men from the United Stales, pioneei-s in the munitions transport 


service of France, have conl/ibuled an interesting bit lo the. war literature. 
Under the' title "Camion Letters" from men in the American field service, the 
Americans, for the most part Cornell men, with one from Wai-hington Univers- 
ity, and two fiom the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, have given the 
first account of the service which was organized at the request or the French 
government just after the entry of America into the war. 


The college men had gone abroad with the American ambulance service, 


bul when the French government voiced its dire need of men to drive five-ton 
motor trucks, "camions," up lo the artillery posts, these with numbers of others 
joined in the new work. 


The letters are frank, boyish affairs, written without any thought of their 


collection and publication, telling of the daily routine, the "e.ils" and the oc- 
casional bit of excitement. 
But between the lines there may be read the unani- 


mous desire lo be of service, the seriousness and determination which mark the 
growth of boys from the care-free days of college to the man's sized responsi- 
bility which they have assumed.

The school of aeronautics at the 


"University of California, where United 
State* Army aviators are garen their 
preliminary "ground course," is to be 
expanded to a marked degree. Includ- 
ing a twelve weeks' course embracing 
higher points in aviation, was the an- 
nouncement of President Benjamin 
Ide Wheeler of the University of Cali- 
fornia on his return from a visit to 
Washington, where he conferred with 
high army authorities regarding the 
new aerial school. 


"Our school of aeronautics Is to be 
continued with increased vigor," he 
said yesterday, "and the government 
will send us, as ^heretofore, seventy 
men a week. Under the new course 
the numbers will be increased some- 
what" 
Dr. Wheeler made a close study of 
Eastern war conditions during his 
trip. He-said: 
"I have b"een absent two and one- 


half weeks, having left here on Feb- 
ruary 19. I attended a meeting of 
the National Security League In Chi- 
cago Monday and Saturday, February

and England. It is alleged that in launching Ms 
campaign against the "militarism of the Allies" 
Lenine is tlie catspaw of the Prussian military 
masters. 


In this connection THB TRIBUTE'S editorial of 


yesterday under the title of "Japan and Siberia" 
assumes an added interest. It is charged that al- 
ready the Lenine machinations have gone so far 
as the consideration of a plan thereby Germany's 
agents, sailing on Russian ships, are to be landed 
In Japan, the United States and British East Asia 
colonies. Lord Cecil's statement that certain ele- 
ments of the BolsheviM, acting in collusion "with 
German agents, have adopted an openly anti-entente 
attitude, is fully confirmed by the record of facts. 


These elements, or this element, is in control of 


the Bolshevik! governing power. It is a fact that 
sounds a solemn warning for quick and effective 
action in the Far East and especially along the 
line from Vladivostok to Harbin. Waiting for 
something to turn up is a policy that -will directly 
aid Germany.

POWER OVER KAILKOADS COMPLETE. 
As finally agreed to by the joint conference com- 


mittee of the House and the Senate, the provisions 
of the administration's railroad bill are not sub- 
stantially different from those it contained as 
originally drafted. The compromise on the period 
of government operation after peace resulted in the 
provision that twenty-one months shall be allowed 
for turning the properties back to the private 
owners. The authority to initiate traffic rates was 
given to the President, with the power to review 
Jtft to the Interstate Commerce Commission. 


Debate over the latter provisions appears to havvi 


been due to a misunderstanding of the legal limita- 
tions of the Interstate Commerce Commission on 
the part of those who had charge of the bill in the 
House. Otherwise it would not have been urged 
that the commission initiate the rates, with the 
President holding the right of review. The statute 
creating the Interstate Commerce Commission con- 
fers upon it only the power to review rates and rare 
schedules and the conditions on which rates are 
based. To have required the commission to initiate 
rates would have necessitated amendment of the 
present laws governing the commission; there is no 
disposition to do this at present. 


On the other hand, there Is a very strong or 


ment for placing the power to initiate rates during 
this emergency directly in the hands of the Presi- 
dent, which is only another way of saying that 
Director-General of Railways McAdoo will have 
complete power to adjust both rates and wages at 
will and without limit. He is now the absolute 
dictator of every phase of the business of railroad 
operation. He may fix wages, regulate expendi- 
tures and require of the shipper and traveler exactly 
as much revenue as in his judgment is necessary for 
these purposes. 


Furthermore, it would have been a case of put- 


ting the cart before the horse to have required the 
body created for the special purpose of investigating 
conditions and reviewing rates to initiate rates with- 
out Investigation, and imposed the tedious and heavy 
burdens now borne by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission upon the President. The President 
might have created another, unofficial board to as- 
•iit aim in this duty, but that is now made unneces- 
sary-

cf the United States Director-General of Railways;
